INCOME T A X . 


The rich man is now happy for by 
one fell stroke Chief Justice Fuller has 
wiped the income tax off the statute 
books. 
The decision has been put in 
typej returned from the printer, and 


is now being considered by a majority 


of the Justices solely on the grounds 


of its general expressions. 
This result 
has been reached only after a series of 
remarkable changes in the Court, the 
entire history of which is not likely to 
be given to the public. 
Justice Jakk 
son, op whom the burden of the case 
seemed to rest, took sides in favor of 
the constitutionality of the law as a 
whole, hut united with the other Jus­ 
tices 
in exempting rents and state 
bonds from the operation. 
His decis 
ion apparently settled the matter and 
the friends of the law were more or less 
triumphant 
Unfortunately 
just at 
this time, which was shortly afternoon 
lastfSaturdayt it became evident that 
One of the Justices in favor of the law, 
-but against rents, saw fit to change his 
opinion.* 
If it should happen that 
next Monday Justice 
Brown writes 
and 
delivers a dissenting 
opinion 
it is probable 
that he 
is the one 


who changed back from his previous 
advanced opinion, which was well es­ 
tablished. 
The conference of Satur­ 
d a y developed the fact that Fuller, 
Field, Gray, and Brewer were still op­ 
posed to the law as a whole. 
Practi­ 
cally, 'the whole court was willing to 
exempt state and municipal bonds. A 
majority of the Court,' including Jus­ 
tice Jackson, was opposed to the tax 
on rentals. 
The apparent 
majority 


was pi favor of upholding the law as a 
whole, but just at this juncture Justice 


Shiras, who had wavered during the 
first hearing, began to show evidence 


of changing front 


Thus it will be seen that Justice 
Brown changsd front on the rental 
question and Justice Shiras changed 
back on the law itself. 
He was still 
undecided when Justice Fuller started 
to write an opinion. 
Finally Justice 
Shiras took his stand with the oppon­ 
ents 6f the law and then the Chief Jus­ 
tice went to 
work on 
his opinion, 
knowing that it would go down into 
history as the decision of the Court. 
It will almost certainly be 
handed 
down on Monday and the chances are 
that there will be several individual 
opinions delivered at the same time. 
The repayment of income taxes will be 
undoubtedly one of the items in the 
urgency deficiency bill, always pre­ 
sented early in the session, but the 
item may not get through Cong rpss for 
a year.

UBLIC NOTICE is hereby given that 
the State Poll Tax of Two Dollars foi 
the year 1895 is now due and payable at my 
office, Room I, Court House, or to a deputy 
assessor. 


Sic. 
3839 of the Political Code reads as 
follows: 


Every mail inhabitant of the State, over 
twenty-one and under 60 years of age, ex­ 
cept paupers, insane persons and Indiana, 
,not taxed, must annually pay a poll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same be paid be­ 
tween the first M nday in March and the 
first Monday in July, then it shall be three 
dollars. 


SEC. 3846 of the Political Code makes It 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll 
Tax of every person liable therefor, and on 
the neglect or refusal of such persons to pay, 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
li ible to a fine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one of 
over sixty years of age are exempt. 
Poll 
Tax must be paid on demand.

The Preservation of Food*. 


The great advance in the preservation 
of foods is perhaps most clearly shown 
in a recent article in a French magazine. 
The article discusses the preserving of 
provisions from the military standpoint. 
It states that 40,000 rations of vegeta­ 
bles can be stored in a cubio space of 40 
inches each way; that millions of ra­ 
tions of solid soups and preserved meats 
are continually stored in Paris, while 
the quantity of flour and biscuit is fabu­ 
lous. Milk during the last siege of Paris 
was worth its weight in gold. Now the 
method of "pasteurizing" 
milk 
and 
putting it in hermetically sealed cans is 
foundto preserve milk indefinitely and 
insures against suffering those classes of 
the community that suffer most from 
scarcity of milk—the feeble, aged and 
infants. 


Compressed fodder and the silo system 
are the safeguards used by the govern­ 
ment to protect animals in case of siege, 
while an enormous cold storage ware­ 
house at La Vilette insures fresh meats 
for a long period. 
The application of 
soienoe to the food problem has reduced 
the perplexities of families living on 
small incomes, but it may force a com­ 
plete change 
in. military maneuvers, 
starvation of the besieged being made 
almost impossible.—Outlook. 


A Wonder In Minute Writing. 


A recent writer on the subject of wave 
lengths of light, in describing the ap­ 
paratus used for taking 
measurements 
of such lengths, mentions the "Nobert 
test plates. " 
These plates are made of 
glass and have the scale thereon so finely 
graduated that there are often as many 
as 150,000 lines to the inch.

been accomplished.

name of Webb, a regular manufacturer 
of these "Nobert test plates," once.tried , 
his hand in microscopic writing on glass.

now in the Army Medical museum at j 
Washington, is the whole of the Lord's i 
Prayer on a piece of glass which4s only i 
1-294 of an inch one way and

of an inch the other.

above, they 
were 
put 
on 
a 
piece of glass having an area uf but 
1-129,653 of an inch. 
Had an entire 
inch of space been used at the same rate, 
tlie engraver would have put no less than 
29,481,458 letters upon it. 
The entire 
Bible, Old and New Testaments, could 
have been written on that inch of space 
' eight times over. —St. Louis Republic.

Tfeo Booming of Omotion s>t Daylight Gmve 
*h« New* to Washington. 


Most people were sleeping soundly in 
their beds when, at daylight on the rainy 
morning of April 10, 1865, a great boom 
startled the misty air of Washington, 
ayiring the very earth, and breaking the 
windows of houses about 
Lafayette 
square, and moving the inhabitants of 
that aristocratic locality to say onoe 
more that they would be glad when Un­ 
ion victories were done with or should 
be celebrated elsewhere. Boom I boom! 
went the guns, until 500 were fired. A 
few people got up in the chill twilight 
of the morning and raced about in the 
mud to learn what the good newB might 
be, while others formed a procession and 
resumed 
their parades—no dampness, 
no fatigue, being sufficient to depress 
their ardor. 


But many placidly lay abed, well 
knowing that only one military event 
could cause all this mighty pother in the 
air of Washington, and if their nap in 
the 
gray dawn was disturbed 
with 
dreams of guns and of terms of armies 
surrendered to Grant by Lee they awoke 
later to read of these in the daily papers, 
for this was Secretary Stanton's way of 
telling the people that the Army of 
Northern Virginia had at last laid down 
its arms, and that peace had oome again. 


But the great news had really reached 
Washington the night before (Palm Sun­ 
day), and a few newspaper men and 
others of 
late habits, who were up 
through the darkness and the dampness 
of those memorable hours, had sent the 
glad tidings all over the Union from 
Maine to California and had then rfn- 
bent themselves in a private and exclu­ 
sive jollification, 
When the capital was 
broad awake and had taken in the full 
value of the news, the fever heat that 
had fired the city on the day after the 
fall of Richmond did not return. Popu­ 
lar feeling had culminated then, and 
after that great event there was nothing 
that could surprise us, not even if Jeff 
Davis himself had come to Washington 
to surrender. 


The streets were shookingly muddy, 
but were all alive with people singing 
and cheering, carrying flags and salut­ 
ing everybody, hungering and thirsting 
for speeches. General Butler was oalleti. 
out, among others, and he made a speech 
full of surprising liberality and gener­ 
osity toward the enemy. 
The depart­ 
ments gave another holiday to their 
olerks, so did many business firms, and 
the treasury employees assembled in the 
great corridor of their building and sang 
"Old Hundred" with thrilling, even 
tear compelling, 
effect 
Then 
they 
marched in a body across the grounds to 
the White House, where the president 
was at breakfast, and serenaded him 
with " T h e Star Spangled Banner.."— 
Noah Brooks in Century. 


American IndJfc-o. 


Indigo for exportation was brought 
into Charleston tn wagons, and the 
owners received the proceeds in the form 
of Spanish silver coin, which composed 
almost the entire currency before the 
bank of the state was established in 
1813. It was a clumsy and inconvenient 
medium of exchange for large amounts. 
We read that " t h e merchants of North 
Carolina and other distant points used 
to carry the money in boxes fitting un­ 
der the seats of the sulkies in which they 
traveled, so as to be taken out at night 
and put back in the morning.'' 


The indigo itself was often used di- 
reotlyas a medium of purchase for other 
commodities. General Harrington at one 
time sent three four horse wagon loads 
of indigo to Virginia, buying in ex­ 
change from 16 to 20 negroes. An inter­ 
esting illustration of this use of indigo 
is connected with General Francis Ma­ 
rion. 
This incident occurred in 1783, 
just after the battle of Hobkirk HilL A 
nephew of General Marion was to be 
sent to sahool in Philadelphia, and was 
accordingly fitted out with a wagonload 
of indigo, which was to pay for his tui­ 
tion and other school expenses. As the 
British then held possession, General 
Marian wrote to Lord Balfour, in com­ 
mand in Charleston, asking a pertnit 
far the boy to pass through the British 
lines. 
General Marian's letter was seat 
by Balfour to Rawdon, and was after­ 
ward countersigned by Cornwallis. The 
youth with his wagonload of indigo was 
allowed to proceed by the Charlotte rnnte 
toward Philadelphia, but nnfortnnately 
he died before reaching his destination. 
—Soienoe Monthly. 


How Billow Condneted an Orchestra. 
I t is said that no one who ever saw 
Bulow at the conductor's desk, control­ 
ling an orchestra as if it were a single 
instrument on which he himself was 
playing, could ever forget the influence 
of his wonderful personality. 
A Bee­ 
thoven symphony oonduoted by Bulow 
was a revelation. 
His manner of con­ 
ducting was inimitable. 
With him ev­ 
erything was impulse, every movement 
a personality—the expression of a deli­ 
cate sensibility, and it was this that 
made the communication of his purposes 
to the'orchestra so effective. 


No one understood how to extract 
such a brilliance, such a fullness, from 
his orchestra as Bulow did. 
The clear­ 
ness and absolute precision of his rhythm 
were unsurpassed. 
His epigram, " I n 
the beginning there waB rhythm," is 
notorious. 
No one oould make his or­ 
chestra speak with such passion. And 
the same works played the next day un­ 
der another conductor wer« no longer 
the same things that they had been un­ 
der the magio wand of the great leader. 
—Musical Courier.
